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Cat savaged 
by dog in its 



garden 


A CAT was put to sleep after it 
was savagely attacked by a 
“Staffie-type” dog in its own 
garden. 

Patricia Tasker, 68, was in bed 
when she heard an awful 
shrieking noise coming from 
her back garden in Chestnut 
Way, Mepal. 

She rushed outside to find one 
of her beloved cats, ginger tom 
Dudley, being “shaken around 
like a rag doll” by a black-col¬ 
oured “Staffie-type” dog which 
had got into her garden. 

Mrs Tasker, who lives with her 
husband, Maurice, who is ill in 
hospital, called her daughter 
and son-in-law for help and 
they rushed Dudley to the 
Johnson and Scott Veterinary 
Clinic in Witchford. 

But his injuries were so severe 
that he had to be put down the 
following day. 

Great-grandmother Mrs 
Tasker, who is a coordinator of 
Mepal Neighbourhood Watch, 
has reported the incident, 
which happened at about 9pm 
last Thursday, to police - but

she is also trying to track down 
the dog’s owner herself. 

She said: “We’re absolutely 
devastated; it’s heartbreaking. 

“The noise was an awful 
noise; not a cry, not a miaow, 
but a painful shriek. Dudley 
was being shaken around like a 
rag doll. 

“The dog was a black Staffie- 
type dog. It was stocky and 
muscular. I screamed at it to 
stop and all of a sudden a man 
with another dog, a smaller 
white-coloured dog, and a 
young boy, appeared at my 
back gate. 

“The man came into my gar¬ 
den to look at Dudley and said 
“Oh he’ll be alright, he’s only 
injured his mouth”. He said 
he’d take the dogs home and 
come back but I haven’t seen 
him since. I wish I’d got his 
details but I was too distraught 
and my main concern was 
Dudley. 

“His injuries were horrific - 


all his ribs were crushed and he 
couldn’t breathe. He had to be 
put down the following after¬ 
noon.” 

Mrs Tasker, who adopted 
Dudley and his brother, Dillan, 
from the Blue Cross in 
Cambridge about four years 
ago, said: “We have Staffies in 
our family so nobody can say 
that I am anti the breed. 

“I know that they can make 
super pets but I also know there 
are a lot of irresponsible dog 
owners out there and it’s got to 
stop. 

“I blame the man for what 
happened to Dudley, not the 
dog. I assume the dog burst 
into my garden from the play¬ 
ing field which we back onto 
through my 6ft wooden gate. 

“A dog capable of what he did 
to my cat should have been on a 
lead. What if this had happened 
to a child playing on the village 
rec? I feel I need to find this 
man to protect other people in 
the village.”

Thousands come together 
to remember fallen heroes 


RESIDENTS and community 
leaders across the Ely area 
joined forces on Monday to 
commemorate the centenary 
of the start of the First World 
War. 

One of the most poignant 
events was Lights Out, where 
people switched off their 
lights and lit candles in 
memory of the fallen. 

The flag of St George was 
flown at half mast at Ely 
Cathedral throughout the day 
and the Octagon floodlights 
were switched off at 10pm 


as part of Lights Out. 

Numerous services were 
also held at the cathedral, 
including a candle-lit vigil of 
prayer and solemn reflection 
in the Lady Chapel, which 
proceeded a special service 
of Compline at 9.15pm. 

Families, community 
leaders and representatives 
of the Royal British Legion 
also came together at the 
war memorial on Ely Market 
Place at 10pm for a moving 
service and candle-lighting 
ceremony. A selection of war 


poems and readings were 
read, followed by a two- 
minute silence. 

Similar services were held 
at war memorials and 
churches across East 
Cambridgeshire. 

In Soham, more than 1,200 
people attended a special 
commemorative event in the 
town on Sunday, which 
included a parade of 
veterans, Scouts, Beavers, 
Brownies and Cadets, as well 
as music, re-enactments, 
displays and memorabilia.

Paice: Ely Bypass confusion ‘helps no-one’ 


MP Sir Jim Paice is calling for 
an end to the ‘confusion’ as to 
whether there is to be a public 
inquiry into the Ely Southern 
Bypass planning application. 

Sir Jim, MP for South East 
Cambridgeshire, James 
Palmer, leader of East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council, Paul Day, managing 
director of Turners of Soham, 
and the Dean of Ely Cathedral, 
the Very Revd Mark Bonney, 
wrote to Eric Pickles, 
Secretary of State for 
Communities and Local 


Government, earlier this year 
calling for him to have the 
final say on the £30 million 
plans. 

But Sir Jim says there is still 
confusion as to whether pub¬ 
lic inquiry will be held. 

He said: “I received a reply 
from his office [Pickles] 
declining to call the decision 
in, stating that it should be 
decided locally. 

“However, the county coun¬ 
cil has now been told that, 
should it be minded to 
approve the application, then 


any action will be put on hold 
whilst Eric decides whether to 
call it in. 

“This confusion helps no- 
one and needs sorting out. 
The vast majority of local peo¬ 
ple cannot wait for the bypass 
and do not want unnecessary 
delays. 

“If there has to be an inquiry, 
let’s get on with it so we know 
where we are and can start 
construction if approved.” 

The application is set to go 
before the county council’s 
cabinet next month. 
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Oops! Should 
there not be 
an ‘n’ there? 

COUNCIL officers have been 
left red-faced after a spelling 
mistake was made on a new 
street sign in Ely. 

The new sign has been put 
up in Newnham Street but is 
spelled ‘Newham Street’ - and 
was soon spotted by eagle- 
eyed residents. 



Speaking to Ely News, lim 
Waldo ck, who lives nearby, 
said: “It’s slightly worrying 
that the council can’t even get 
a street sign right. 

“I spotted the error straight 
away, it kind of leapt out at me.

Man, 57, jailed 
for sick images

A 57-YEAR-OLD man has been 
jailed for three years for 
superimposing the head of a 
young girl onto the bodies of 
naked adults - despite claim¬ 
ing he only did it to improve 
his Photoshop skills. 

Police raided Barry 
Williamson’s home in Militia 
Way, Ely, on July 11 last year 
where they seized a laptop and 
two external hard drives con¬ 
taining more than 1,200 inde¬ 
cent images of children, 
Cambridge Crown Court 
heard. 

There were also three images 
he had created by manipulat¬ 
ing existing pictures of a girl 
aged between 4 and 6 onto the 
bodies of women in sexually 
suggestive poses. Two of the 
images involved penetrative 
sex. 

Williamson, who now lives in 
Bolton Close, Burwell, admit¬ 
ted two counts of creating 
pseudo photographs of chil¬ 
dren between 2006 and 2013, 
two counts of possession of 
indecent images of children, 
and a further count of posses¬ 
sion of prohibited images - 
namely indecent cartoons. 

A further charge of causing 
or indicting a child to prostitu¬ 
tion or pornography was

dropped. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, 
said: “He said he did it to prac¬ 
tise his photo manipulation 
skills but admitted in an inter¬ 
view with police that he did 
take sexual gratification from 
the images. 

“He said he had created them 
for his own personal use and 
had not distributed them over 
the internet.” 

Officers also found 1,264 
level one images, 67 level three 
images, nine level four images 
and three level one movies. 

Williamson’s preference was 
for girls aged between 10 and 
12, the court heard. 

Williamson said he had never 
touched a child in a sexual way 
or taken any indecent images 
himself. 


Kevin Batch, mitigating, said 
the defendant stopped work¬ 
ing in 2010 due to his poor 
health as he suffers from 
chronic obstructive pulmo¬ 
nary disease. 

He said: “He is utterly 
ashamed and terribly sorry for 
his behaviour and his actions 
over the period of time in 
question. He clearly values the 
intervention and the support 
and expert counselling that he 
needs.” 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth 
described the defendant as “a 
lonely man” who sought com¬ 
fort in the images. 

Sentencing him, he said: 
“These images were down¬ 
loaded over a substantial peri¬ 
od of time as your interest in 
child pornography accelerat¬ 
ed.” 

The fact Williamson knew 
the child was “a substantial” 
breach of trust, according to 
Judge Hawkesworth. 

Williamson was sentenced to 
36 months in jail, half of which 
he will serve before being 
released on licence. 

He was made subject to a 
Sexual Offences Prevent Order 
(SOPO), which forbids him 
from owning any devices 
capable of storing data unless 
he makes them available to 
police officers.

CALLUM Fairhurst has 
raised thousands of extra 
pounds in his brother’s 
memory by completing a 
300-mile cycle ride - as 
well as leaping 12,000ft 
out of a plane. 

The 17-year-old, from 
Soham, was one of 26 
people who did a 
sponsored skydive in aid 
of the Liam Fairhurst 
Foundation. 

And just two days later 
he and two friends, Kirsty 
and Vicky Moffat, also 17 
and from Fordham, were 
on their bikes cycling from 
London to Paris. 

Liam raised £340,000 for 
children’s charities from 
when he was diagnosed 
aged 10 with soft tissue 
cancer up until his death 
four years later in 2009, 
and the foundation was 
set up by his family to 
help other young people 
battling illness.

Solar farm set 
for Soham site 


MAJOR plans to put up 50,000 
solar panels on land in 
Soham have now been sub¬ 
mitted. 

Proposals to build a 12-meg¬ 
awatt solar farm on land at 
Triangle Farm, Angle 
Common, have been in the 
pipeline for some time, and 
Cambridgeshire County 
Council has now applied to 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council for formal planning 
permission. 

In a statement, the council’s 
agents, Savills Ltd, said: “The 
proposed development will 
generate a peak capacity of 12 
megawatts of electricity and 
will consist of approximately 
50,000 individual panels usu¬ 
ally set within frames of 40, 
which will cover an area of 
approximately 26 hectares. 

“The installation is forecast 
to produce enough electricity 
to power approximately 3,150 
homes per year.

“The site is currently agri¬ 
cultural land, all of which is 
Grade 3. Areas between the 
panels will be grazed by 
sheep, providing the addi¬ 
tional benefit of ongoing agri¬ 
cultural activity at the site.” 

If approved, the solar farm 
would be in operation for the 
next 25 years. 

The spokesman said: “After 
the initial 25-year period, the 
site will either be decommis¬ 
sioned or returned to agricul¬ 
tural use, or permission will 
be sought to extend the life of 
the site for a further number 
of years.” 

The council says the con¬ 
struction of the facilities 
would take about 16 weeks 
and that all the panels would 
be delivered to the site on 
HGVs. 

The spokesman said: “A 


mesh security fence at the 
height of 2m would be located 
around the site of the solar 
arrays. This is security fenc¬ 
ing; however, it has gates 
within it to allow wildlife to 
move across the site. 

“CCTV cameras are erected 
on 3m poles at various inter¬ 
vals along the security fenc¬ 
ing. The cameras are inward¬ 
facing and are monitored 
regularly.” 

Cheshire-based company, 
Green Energy UK, has recent¬ 
ly submitted two screening 
opinions to the district coun¬ 
cil for solar farms to be built 
on land north of Lode Way, 
Haddenham, and on land at 
the rear of Otterbush Farm in 
Redcaps Lane, Little 
Downham. 

The final decision on all the 
applications lies with the dis¬ 
trict council.

Don’t leave tools in your vehicle overnight 


RESIDENTS are being urged not to leave 
tools and equipment in vans overnight fol¬ 
lowing a spate of thefts across 
Cambridgeshire.

take any precautions they can. 

“I would ask them not to leave tools in their 
vans overnight and to ensure the vehicle is 
locked and secure whenever it is left. Ideally, 
vans should also be left in well-lit area, if pos¬ 
sible covered by CCTV or in busy areas. 

Anyone who sees suspicious behaviour 
around vehicles should call police on 101.

Stuck horse sparks 999 call-out

Crews returned to their stations by 7.15pm.” 

The current condition of the horse is not 
known. 

Woman cut free from car on A142 

A WOMAN had a lucky escape after her car 
collided into a ditch. 

Emergency services, including the East 
Anglian Air Ambulance, were called to the 
collision on the A142 at Stuntney - near 
Fenland Lodge care home - at about 9.15am 
on Saturday. 

The car had come off the road and into a 
ditch, and the driver, a woman in her 50s, was 
trapped inside. 

Firefighters and paramedics worked together 
to free the woman, who was left in the care of 
paramedics.

Driver jailed for 
fatal A142 crash

A YOUNG driver who killed a 
motorcyclist by carrying out a 
“foolish” manoeuvre at a noto¬ 
rious accident spot has been 
jailed. 

Conor Gosling, 20, was driv¬ 
ing his black Fiat Punto when 
he turned right at the junction 
where Northfield Road, Soham, 
meets the A142 bypass, to head 
towards Ely. 

But instead of continuing to 
drive towards Ely, Gosling, who 
had been driving for just under 
a year, immediately turned left, 
cut across the bypass and 
drove into the junction oppo¬ 
site to perform a U-turn. 

As he went to turn right back 
onto the bypass, while in the 
wrong lane at the junction, he 
pulled out in front of a motor¬ 
cycle which was travelling 
along the A142 towards Ely. 

A collision occurred and the 
rider of the Honda 125cc 
motorcycle, father-of-three 
and grandfather Anthony 
Pinney, 68, was killed. Mr 
Pinney, a retired painter and 
decorator, lived in Isleham 
Road, Fordham, and was 
described at the time by his 
family as “a wonderful man 
who loved spending time with 
his children and grandson”. 

Gosling, of Beauchamp Close,

Eaton Socon, St Neots, was 
arrested at the scene of the 
accident, which happened at 
11.30am on August 4 last year, 
and was later charged with 
causing death by dangerous 
driving. He pleaded guilty at 
Cambridge Crown Court on 
July 4 and on Friday he was 
sentenced to three years’ jail. 

Sara Walker, prosecuting, 
said: “The defendant told 
police that he did not know the 
area and that his passengers 
were giving him directions. 

“He also told police that he 
had had hardly any sleep and 
that he had smoked cannabis 
the night before the accident. 
He told them he had just one 
spliff and that there was about 
half a gram of cannabis in it. 


“To turn right out of a junc¬ 
tion and then suddenly drive 
left, cutting across the road, 
performing a U-turn in the 
junction opposite, all before 
coming back onto a bypass in 
the wrong lane is dangerous, 
and it had tragic consequences. 
Mr Pinney’s death has had a 
devastating impact on his fam¬ 
ily’s lives. It’s an enormous 
shock when a father leaves 
home in the morning and never 
returns.” 

Mark Shelley, mitigating, 
argued that the manoeuvre 
Gosling carried out was not 
what caused the accident, but 
that it was the fact he failed to 
see Mr Pinney’s motorbike. He 
said that was “perhaps due to 
the lack of sleep”. 

He added: “My client lacks 
driving experience as he only 
passed his test in September 
2012. He has also been genu¬ 
inely affected by this accident. 

“He knows it was his fault and 
he wishes he could turn back 
the clock, but he can’t.” 

Judge Lucraft QC, who 
described the manoeuvre as 
“foolish” and “dangerous”, sen¬ 
tenced Gosling to three years 
in jail, of which he will serve 
half behind bars and half on 
licence. 

He was disqualified from 
driving for four years.

THE six letters in last week’s Ely News about 
wind farms put up a solid front against the 
development. I hope you can find room for a 
dissenting view. 

There is undoubtedly a case for debate here, 
especially with regard to the views of locals and 
to the question of subsidies. But a common 
objection in those letters was to the aesthetics of 
turbines described variously as ‘a blight’, a 
‘huge indelible scar on the landscape’ and a 
threat to our ‘green and pleasant land’. How 
many of the people who are objecting think 
nothing of driving their car down a beautiful 
six-lane motorway?

If you want to live in the 21st 
century and partake of the benefits of our 
advanced technologies, then you must accept 
some downsides. And if you like the idea of your 
children and grandchildren enjoying these 
benefits too, then you would be well-advised to 
think seriously about our reliance upon fossil 
fuels. 

I would ask this of the objectors to wind farms: 
which of these would you most like to have built 
in your village - a nuclear power station, an 
international airport or a wind farm? OK, the 
answer is probably none of them. But please give 
a thought to the larger picture when you frame 
the debate.

Why I don’t want a wind

Fens will only survive if wind

TODAY the biggest long term threat to the Fens 
is climate change. 

Large parts of our rich agricultural land lies 
below sea level and flood defences are being

Scaffold fall lands 
business with fine 


A COMPANY director has been fined 
more than £5,000 after an unsecured 
scaffold collapsed in a busy village. 

The scaffolding fell onto the pave¬ 
ment and road in High Street, 
Stretham, on April 18 last year, three 
days after it was erected in front of a 
house by Buckden-based firm, 
Crusaders Scaffolding Ltd, and its 
director Gary Driver. 

Both parties were prosecuted by the 
Health and Safety Executive (HSE) 
after an investigation found the two- 
storey structure, which was about 
11m long and 4.5m high, had not been 
secured to the property in anyway. 

Cambridge Magistrates’ Court heard 
last Thursday that a large covering of 
plastic sheeting had been attached to 
the outside of the scaffold to protect 
passers-by as the work being carried 
out on the house involved shot blast¬ 
ing and steam jetting. However, this 
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ultimately acted as a sail that caused it 
to blow over in the wind. 

Crusaders Scaffolding Ltd, regis¬ 
tered to High Street, Saffron Walden, 
but operating from Great North Road, 
Buckden, was fined a total of £7,500 
and ordered to pay £526 in costs after 
pleading guilty to two breaches of the 
Work at Height Regulations 2005 and 
one of the Health and Safety at Work 
etc Act 1974. 

Driver, 51, of Hunts End, Buckden, 
near St Neots, was also fined £5,000 
with £500 costs after also pleading 
guilty to the same Health and Safety 
at Work etc Act 1974 offence. 

Speaking after the hearing, HSE 
inspector John Berezansky said: “It 
was extremely fortunate that no-one 
was working on the scaffold at the 


time and that no-one or nothing was 
hit when it fell. 

“This is a busy High Street used by 
children to get to and from the local 
school. 

“Had the scaffold fallen during the 
morning or afternoon school run it 
could have been a different story 

“The scaffold fell well below the 
required standard. In essence, 
Crusaders Scaffolding created an 
unsecured sail that fell over in the 
wind. 

“Gary Driver was directly involved 
in the commissioning and construc¬ 
tion of the scaffold. The risks associ¬ 
ated with scaffolding are well known 
in the industry and to have not 
secured the structure was a basic 
error.”

Man, 22, groomed 
girls on Facebook 

But ‘vulnerable’ offender is spared jail 


A MAN who groomed two schoolgirls 
on Facebook and exposed himself to 
one of them at a Cambridgeshire 
marina has been spared jail. 

Samuel Bowers, 22, who the court 
heard was “substantially disadvan¬ 
taged” mentally, sent one of the 
15-year-old girls a sexually explicit pic¬ 
ture of himself on the social network¬ 
ing site and then grabbed a girl he had 
lured to Isleham Marina - before 
showing her his genitals. 

Bowers, who admitted attempting to 
meet a child following grooming and 
sexual activity with a child under 16 in 
2013, was given a two-year prison sen¬ 
tence suspended for two years with 
supervision. 

Jonathan Seely, prosecuting at 
Cambridge Crown Court, said Bowers 
sent sexual messages to the first victim

on Facebook and tried to get her to 
meet him. He also admitted sending 
her a picture of his private parts, but 
told police the “flirting” was “general 
banter”. 

He then met with a girl from a trou¬ 
bled background with mental health 
issues at the marina, where he made 
unwanted sexual advances including 
lifting up her top, the barrister said. 

Mr Seely, who said Bowers knew the 
girls were underage, added: “She told 
officers that when they were at the 
marina he kissed her and she said she 
did not want to. 

“He said she did want it and he 
pushed her against a wall and told her 
she wanted to have sex and he then 


exposed his penis to her.” 

Simon Spence, mitigating, said his 
client had only recently been diag¬ 
nosed with an autism-related condi¬ 
tion and is a “vulnerable young man”. 

He added he is undergoing cognitive 
behavioural therapy “to make him 
understand the outside world better 
than he does”. 

As well as the suspended sentence, 
Bowers, of Sparkes Close, Isleham, was 
made subject to a sexual offences pre¬ 
vention order, which runs indefinitely. 

Judge Gareth Hawkesworth, sentenc¬ 
ing, said he was “substantially disad¬ 
vantaged mentally-speaking” because 
of the syndrome he has. 

He said: “These were two young girls, 
one of which was particularly vulner¬ 
able, who suffered significantly as a 
result of your attentions.”

Muslim centre road concern 


HIGHWAYS officers say further 
amendments need to be made to 
plans to create a Muslim community 
centre in Ely in order for them to be 
in any position to support the 
scheme. 

The Ely Muslims insist the altera¬ 
tions they have made satisfy the pre¬ 
vious objections raised to their pro¬ 
posals to convert the former Aquarius 
Furniture warehouse on the 
Chettisham Business Park into a 
community and prayer centre. 

But like company owners on the 
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business park, Cambridgeshire 
County Council Highways still has 
concerns about access to the site and 
the lack of parking facilities. 

In a letter to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council, Mike Austin, high¬ 
ways development management 
engineer, said: “There are no recog¬ 
nised public footpaths or designated 
walkways into the business park. 

“Please supply an amended plan 


detailing how the applicant proposes 
to enable pedestrians, cyclists and 
vehicular traffic to safely enter the 
site from the A10 and how they can 
proceed to the proposed community 
centre whilst an average of 166 lorry 
movements a week into and out of the 
site are occurring.” 

He added: “A planning decision by 
the highways authority is deferred on 
these proposals as amended docu¬ 
ments are required to fully determine 
this application.” 

The Ely Muslims submitted revised 


plans to turn the warehouse into a 
meeting point for local Muslim fami¬ 
lies in June. 

But firms on the business park are 
still concerned and say the site is “not 
suitable for access by the general 
public” and that there is “no pedes¬ 
trian access to the park nor anywhere 
near sufficient parking”. 

The Ely Muslims say the “situation 
is no different to any other location 
where traffic is present”. The decision 
lies with the council and to have your 
say, visit www.eastcambs.gov.uk.

Trafficking signs: 
keep an eye out 

EAST Cambridgeshire residents are being 
urged to open their eyes to human trafficking. 

Throughout August, Cambridgeshire 
Constabulary will be focussing on tackling 
human trafficking - and members of the pub¬ 
lic are being asked to help raise awareness of 
the issue. 

The force says that human trafficking, also 
referred to as modern-day slavery, is happen¬ 
ing right across the world and that recent 
investigations show it is happening in 
Cambridgeshire too. 

Detective Sergeant Alan Beach said: “I’m 
asking people to take the time to familiarise 
themselves with the common signs of traf¬ 
ficking - it’s happening ah around us yet often 
it goes unnoticed. 

“The human trafficking section of the force 
website has lots of information about the dif¬ 
ferent types of trafficking, and most impor¬ 
tantly, how to spot the signs - it’s so important 
that we are all able to recognise it as for 
offenders the risk of getting caught is low yet 
the profits are high. We all need to be aware so 
we can help put a stop to it.” Anyone who sus¬ 
pects human trafficking is happening around 
them should call police on 101. 


Champion fire 
safety locally 

A SCHEME which gives residents the oppor¬ 
tunity to promote fire safety in their local 
community is looking to take on more volun¬ 
teers in the Ely and Soham area. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue Service 
made its ‘Community Champions’ scheme 
county-wide last year following a successful 
one-year pilot in South Cambridgeshire. 

Community champions encourage local 
residents to carry out fire safety checks in 
their homes, visit community groups and 
educate about fire safety and escape plans. 

They also refer to the service those people 
who are not confident undertaking a check in 
their own home. 

Volunteers can come from a range of back¬ 
grounds, from students to retired pensioners, 
and will be given full training. 

During the one-year pilot in South 
Cambridgeshire, more than 15 champions 
from villages across the district reached out 
to 700 individual residents.

I used to joke about 
my weight, but I 
was ashamed... 

> Following life-changing back surgery, David Wright has lost a third of his body 
weight and now has his sights set on the gruelling Ironman triathlon - one 
of the world’s toughest challenges. The determined dad-of-two tells Lydia 
Fallon how he’s turned his life around 


AVID Wright exudes positivity 
from every pore. 

Toned, tanned and constantly 
smiling, the dad-of-two could persuade 
even the most cynical of people they could 
take on the world and come out victorious. “I 
believe every morning you get up and you 
have two choices: you can get up and choose 
to be happy or get up and choose to be sad, 
and I always choose to be happy,” David, 49, 
enthuses. “I don’t really believe in the word 
‘can’t’, you can do whatever you want to do.” 

His zest for life is addictive. David, who lives 
in Tadlow, turns 50 next month, but you 
certainly won’t find him reaching for his pipe 
and slippers. Instead he’s celebrating the 
milestone by signing up for one of the most 
gruelling challenges in the world: Ironman. 

A long-distance triathlon consisting of a 2.4- 
mile swim, 112-mile bike ride and then a 
marathon (without a break!), anyone who 
completes the challenge within the strict 17-hour 
time limit becomes an Ironman. It’s an incredibly 
daunting prospect, but one David is relishing. 
“The training is absolutely mental, but I’m of the 
mentality that if I know I’m going to do this, then 
I want to know I’m going to finish and I’m going 
to give myself the best chance of finishing,” he 
smiles. “You have 17 hours to finish and if you 
even take one second over that, you’re not an 
Ironman, so it is pretty brutal!” 


With an equally wince-inducing training regime, 
comprising eight gruelling sessions a week, you’d 
be forgiven for thinking David has been a 
dedicated fitness junkie his whole life, but that 
couldn’t be further from the truth. Just over two 
years ago, David weighed 20 and a half stone and 
faced constant and crippling pain due to the back 
condition spinal stenosis. Unhappy and 
unhealthy, he was at his wits’ end. 

“I have always been a habitual yo-yo dieter with 
an addiction to food, and have struggled to keep 
my weight in check for much of my life,” explains 
David. “I would often stress-eat; I was unhappy 
and you tend to eat to combat it. I’d go into a 
garage, fill up my car with petrol and then the 
chocolate bars would start calling me: ‘Not only 
can you have this Mars bar for 50p, you can have 
two of these big ones for even cheaper’. Before you 
know it, you’re eating two in the car on the way 
home when you didn’t even want them.” 

By the time he’d hit 40, David’s weight was 
becoming a serious problem, and when he started 
suffering pain in his legs too, things got 
progressively worse. “It was 2011 and it felt kind of 
like pins and needles initially. I thought nothing of 
it, but it was exactly the same thing the next day 
and then the next, until it got to a point where I 
was struggling to feel my toes. 

“The crippling pain became so intense to the 
point that I couldn’t even go to the supermarket 
with my wife. It was unbearable for everyone, 


especially my wife and kids, I knew that I just 
couldn’t do enough for my family, or with them,” 
David remembers. 

Normally a sociable person, David found his 
confidence diminishing as he struggled to cope. 
“When I look back now, I realise I would always 
make jokes about being fat. We’d be on holiday or 
out with friends and they’d ask if I wanted some 
food, I’d say things like ‘I’ve got to eat, I don’t want 
to become anorexic’. I realise how sad that is now, 
but at the time I took the mickey because I was so 
ashamed.” 

After months suffering in silence, David 
eventually went to see a doctor about the pain in 
his legs. He was told it was in fact a problem with 
his back, and referred to a consultant called Mr 
Laing at Spire Cambridge Lea Hospital. It was this 
man, David says, who changed his life. “He did an 
MRI scan and found I had spinal stenosis, which is 
the narrowing of the spine. He told me he could 
operate and shave parts of the disc, plus open the 
canal. I had the back surgery in January 2012 - 
about a year after I’d first started having the pain - 
and it was a success.” 

Just a few weeks after the operation all David’s 
pain had gone (“I felt fantastic!), but he now 
weighed 20 and a half stone, and knew he needed 
to do something to shed the pounds, and fast. 
Some gentle encouragement from his wife Yvonne 
proved to be the answer. “She kept bullying me, 
saying ‘you’ve got to come to this weight loss

bootcamp my personal trainer runs’ and I 
eventually agreed,” he laughs. 

It was a revelation. Called Biggleswade 
Bootcamp and run by Aiden Jones and Nick 
Gilbert, David wholeheartedly embraced the 
challenge and won the accolade of Bootcamp 
Champion in his first six weeks, after 
achieving the biggest weight loss percentage 
out of the whole group. He won the next one 
too, and the next one, and was even crowned 
ultimate champion (winning £1,000 in the 
process) when he shed six stone in just six 
months. “It was just the focus I needed,” 
David smiles. “First they gave me a nutrition 
plan; it was eating more ironically, but just 
the right kind of food. So I would eat five 
times a day, have a healthy breakfast, 
lunch and dinner, and snack on 
fruit and nuts. I drank lots of 
green tea and three to four litres 
of water a day. 

“There were three bootcamp 
session a week, where we’d do 
exercises like burpees, sprints, 
battle ropes, TRX, tyre slams 
and medicine balls, and then 
I’d do extra training on top of 
that as well. I did it with my wife 
so that was great; instead of 
sitting in front of the TV, we were 
able to be disciplined, and if I didn’t 
feel like going she would and if she didn’t feel 
like going then I would. We would encourage 
each other.” 

Through hard work and a lot of dedication, 
David had now got his weight down to 14 
stone, but having well and truly caught the 
fitness bug, he was desperate for the next 
challenge. “About five years ago I was talking 
to some of the girls I work with and I said 
‘when I lose all this weight I’m going to 
become a triathlete’ and they were like 
‘what?!’” he laughs. “They didn’t believe me.” 

But that’s exactly what he did. Before 2013 
David hadn’t been on a bike since he was a 
kid, hated running and couldn’t swim a 
proper stroke, but he threw caution to the 
wind and signed up to his first triathlon 
regardless. “It was at Hampton Court and it 
was an absolutely freezing day,” David 
remembers, showing me a photo. “There was 
a 430m swim, 12 miles on a bike and a 5k 
run. I was hoping to do it in an hour and a 
half but did it in 1 hour 21 minutes, so I was 
over the moon.” 

It must have been an amazing feeling when 
he crossed the finish line? “It was an 
unbelievable feeling; I felt free,” remembers 
David. “It was quite emotional for me as 
well, a culmination of how far my journey 
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had come from being so unhealthy to being 
able to call myself a triathlete. 

“Mr Laing gave me my life back when he 
did that operation, that’s how I look at it. I 
was in a bad place but he just gave me that 
feeling I could do anything. I’m 50 this year 
but I feel like I’m 20; I can do all those things 
I always wanted to do but couldn’t and I 
intend to do them my whole life.” 

More triathlons followed, as well as half 
marathons and marathons too. But the 
Ironman, which is just months away, will 
undoubtedly be David’s biggest challenge 
yet. “I’ve done all the distances individually 
but it’s putting all three of them together in 
under 17 hours. I’m hoping the 
euphoria, anticipation and 
excitement will drag me 
through,” smiles David. 

David admits the training 
has, at times, been “brutal”, 
but every time he feels like 
he can’t go on he 
remembers the unfailing 
support he’s received. “It 
really does spur you on,” 
David muses. “My family 
(wife Yvonne and children 
Dexter, 19, andAmara, 16) 
have been a huge support. They 
are everything to me and they do 
really push me to keep going. They are 
there in the cold, in the rain, always cheering 
me on and they’ve been really understanding 
about all the time I have to spend training.” 

He adds: “We have friends in Turkey and he 
told me I had inspired him to sign up to his 
first triathlon, which I was so chuffed about. 
Having that effect on people is what it’s all 
about, I really want to inspire people to get 
off their backsides and do something,” he 
says. 

An old picture of David taken when he was 
at his biggest, also offer plenty of motivation. 
“Look how awful it is,” he says, showing me 
the photo. “I look at it and go: ‘I never want 
to go back there again.’ I’m very self-focused 
on what I need to do and whenever I feel like 
I’ve hit the wall, I just open up my phone and 
look at how I was.” 

So what’s his message to others struggling 
with their weight? “Firstly, I’d say it’s never 
too late. Just get off the sofa and start 
walking, take the first step and start to 
change your life. 

“It’s about making the right choices and 
recognising you have a problem. It’s a life 
change and if you find yourself slipping, let it 
slip, but then get right back on it the next 
day.”

TURNING her love of baking 
from a hobby into a business 
certainly proved to be the recipe 
for success for Kirstyn 
Samalionis. 

It was when Kirstyn, 41, was 
diagnosed with temporal lobe 
epilepsy about six years ago that 
she decided to leave her lengthy 
teaching career behind. 

Before she knew it, she was 
known in the Ely area - and fur¬ 
ther afield - as The Gingerbread 
Lady- but now she is the Gourmet 
Brownie lady, and renowned for 
rustling up tastebud-tickling 
brownies. 

Her Gourmet Brownie Ltd busi¬ 
ness has flourished so much in 
the last few months that her hus¬ 
band, Andrew, 46, has even had 
to make his job as an interna¬ 
tional sales manager for a tech¬ 
nology business part-time to 
help Kirstyn keep up with 
demand. 

Mum-of-one Kirstyn, who runs 
the business with Andrew from 
their home in Ely, said: “It’s all 
been a complete whirlwind, real¬ 
ly- 

“I’ve always loved baking but 
when I was really ill with my epi¬ 
lepsy I found myself having to sit 
around at home a lot and that’s 
when I started to bake more. 

“I wasn’t able to drive or do any¬ 
thing really so baking really 
helped me through what was a 
pretty dark time in my life. 

“Andrew decided to take some 
of my cakes into work one day. 
His colleagues loved them and 
asked him to take some in every 
week. 

“Before I knew it they were 
starting to pay for them and I was 
baking more and more for him to 
take in.”

Kirstyn was then offered a trial 
period running a cake stall on 
Ely’s popular farmers’ market, 
which is where The Gingerbread 
Lady business was born. 

Again, things took off and for 
years people flocked to her stall 
to get their sweet tooth fix - pre¬ 
dominantly cupcakes. 

But it was late last year that 
Kirstyn decided to turn her atten¬ 
tion to brownies instead of cup¬ 
cakes. 

She said: “I used to be best- 
known for cupcakes but it got to 
the stage that wherever you went 
there were people selling them, 
so I decided to look for another 
product. 

“I decided to give chocolate 
brownies a trial at the Christmas 
fair at Ely Cathedral last winter 
and to my surprise we had sold 
out within hours. 

“Andrew and I were up all 
through the night baking so that 
we had enough to sell the follow¬ 
ing day - it was crazy.” 

Since then, the business has 
gone from strength to strength, 
and in April the couple re-brand- 
ed the business to Gourmet 
Brownie Ltd. 

They have had to completely 
revamp their kitchen to keep up 
with demand and their 15 fla¬ 
voured brownies, including salt¬ 
ed caramel, raspberry - and 
chocolate of course - are being 
stocked at food delicatessens, 
shops and cafes across the 
region.

THE Love really is All Around at Graeme Clark’s 
house (ahem). Instead of throwing down the phone, 
stalking outside and shouting at a pair of deer 
munching on his begonias, the Scottish bassist of 
soft rock crooners Wet Wet Wet is actually a bit 
overcome (“it’s lovely seeing them so close”). 

With a back catalogue of more than 30 hit 
singles, including three numbers ones - most 
famously their 15-week chart topping cover of 
The Troggs' Love Is All Around- Wet Wet Wet 
have overcome royalty disputes, drug and alcohol 
addictions and that inescapable Four Weddings 
and a Funeral soundtrack. 

Fronted by heartthrob Marti Pellow, with Tommy 
Cunningham on drums and Neil Mitchell on keys, 
last year saw them take to arenas on a greatest hits 
tour featuring three new songs. 

What should we expect from your set? All the old 
favourites? 


"When you buy a Wet Wet Wet ticket you know 
what you're going to get. I think there are certain 
songs that we have to play, if we didn't play them, 
man, I think they'd pin us to the racecourse and let 
the horses run over us.'' 

But there’ll be a few new tracks too...? 

"For me the lifeblood of the band is about new 
music. We've got to be current otherwise we just 
turn into this nostalgia band. And that's not to say 
we won't be playing any old stuff because we will, 
the last thing any Wet Wet Wet fan wants to hear 
is us coming on stage and saying: 'Right, I hope 
you like our new direction! We're going to play a 
lot of B-sides here and some tracks that you won't 
know!' We feed off a crowd, we like to grab a hold 
of the crowd and take it on a musical journey with 
us. And our musical journey is all about hit records. 
We've got loads of them, so there'd be no point us 
going away and doing obscure songs.'' 


Talking of hit records, are you still fond of Love Is 
All Around, or have you grown sick of it? 

"I love that song and there was a time, back then 
when it came out, that you couldn't move without 
hearing it on the radio. When a song gets like that, 
just done to death in a short space of time, then 
yeah, you do gravitate away from it, but it's 20 
years since that song came out so there's a good 
bit of space between us. 

"It's not as intense as it was back then, so you 
can look at the song with different eyes and 
different ears too. Ultimately for me it's a good 
song, and there can never be enough good songs 
in the world. I stand by it, and when I hear it on 
the radio today my chest bursts with pride. As my 
wife goes, oh no, not again... 

"It was probably the closest we got to seeing 
what One Direction have. It becomes a really 
intense thing because your life is just all about 


that. Your life just suddenly becomes engulfed by 
a three-minute song. Sometimes that can be an 
unhealthy place. We like to keep things in proper 
perspective and ultimately, when you fly around 
the world as fast as that there's always going to be 
something to trip you up. And I used One Direction 
there - and I'm not saying we were anything 
like One Direction, because it's silly intense for 
them - but you can see people are just waiting for 
something to drop, waiting for the cracks to show, 
and I feel for these guys.” 

Do you feel that you’ve all changed, as men and 
musicians since you started out? 

"We're all coming up to 50 now and no-one's 
died, there's been no messy divorces, so in terms 
of that, we're actually doing all right. We're doing 
well, and we're all still friends. Ultimately we're 
friends first and we just happen to play in a band 
and we just happened to have been successful.''

PLANES 2: FIRE & RESCUE 3D (U, 84 mins) 
IF the first Planes film, a spin-off from 
Pixar’s Cars, appeared to be propelled by 
merchandising opportunities rather than 
creative necessity, this action-packed 
sequel attempts to stand on its own 
landing gear with a stirring tale of heroism 
and self-sacrifice. 

As the title suggests, Planes 2: Fire & 
Rescue immerses us in the daredevil world 
of fire-fighting, honouring the men and 
women - and aircraft - who "fly in when 
others are flying out". 

It's a touching sentiment and 
screenwriter Jeffrey M Howard engineers 
some moving exchanges between the 
characters, some of whom are a splutter 
away from the scrap heap. 

Director Bobs Gannaway employs the 
3D format to striking effect in aerial 
sequences and the animation of raging 
infernos is impressively realistic. 

However, there's an inescapable feeling 
that this gung-ho adventure should have 
taken a flight path directly to the home 
formats rather than the big screen. 

Soaring over Propwash Junction with his 


mentor Skipper (voiced by Stacy Keach), 
Dusty Crophopper (Dane Cook) suffers a 
malfunction. 

Back at the hangar, trusted mechanic 
Dottie (Teri Hatcher) diagnoses a failing 
gearbox.“From now on, you have to 
keep down your torque to less than 80 
percent," she instructs Dusty, putting an 
end to his illustrious racing career. 

Dusty angrily defies Dottie and careens 
into the town's airport, causing a small 
fire. The incident casts doubt on the ability 
of veteran fire and rescue truck Mayday 
(Hal Holbrook) to service the airport's 
needs. 

So Dusty agrees to abandon his racing 
dreams in order to earn his certificate as 
the town's fire-fighting plane. 

The plucky crop duster heads to 
Piston Peak National Park to train under 
helicopter Blade Ranger (Ed Harris), who 
was once a TV star, and his team including 
scooper Lil' Dipper (Julie Bowen), 
helicopter Windlifter (Wes Studi) and 
ex-military transport plane Cabbie (Dale 
Dye). 

As Dusty masters the art of airborne 


fire-fighting, he also learns valuable 
lessons about friendship and endurance. 

As Blade reminds him, "If you give up 
today, think of all the lives you can't save 
tomorrow." 

Planes 2: Fire & Rescue is geared towards 
younger viewers, hammering home the 
importance of teamwork and the valuable 
contribution of emergency services. 

There are a handful of verbal and visual 
gags to engage older audiences: a front 
cover of industry magazine Cariety, a bar 
patron drunkenly confiding, "She left me 
for a hybrid. I didn't hear it coming!" 

A spoof of the long-running motorcycle 
police series CFUPs includes a cameo for 
Erik Estrada as Blade Ranger's partner on 
air patrol. 

On the whole, though, Gannaway's 
sequel lacks the sophistication and 
emotional richness of yesteryear's Frozen 
or recent Pixar fare. 

Animation is crisp and colourful and the 
vocal performances are similarly warm so 
audiences feel a toasty glow before the 
first plumes of smoke from the computer¬ 
generated blazes.

"It's been in the same family 
for years and each generation 
has made a contribution 
to the garden,” says Cook. 

Crocosmias, heleniums and other sizzling border 
plants create a stunning display in summer and 
beyond. 

RHS Garden Wisley, Woking, Surrey ( www.rhs.

Webster explains: "This is one of my favourites. 

I spent nearly 10 years working there. In summer, 
head for the mixed borders, which offer a very 
impressive vista of hornbeam hedge-backed 


herbaceous beds with everything from pollarded 
trees to dahlias, geraniums and geums at the front 
edge, sunflowers at the back.” 

Wollerton Old Hall Garden, Wollerton, Market 
Drayton, Shropshire ( wollertonoldhallgarden. 
com/01630 685 760) 

A mix of formal structure and soft planting 

schemes makes Wollerton an 
extremely special, high-quality 
garden. Set around a 16th 
century Tudor house, it covers 
four acres and has developed 
into an important modern 
garden in the English garden 
tradition with echoes of arts and 
crafts. The garden has significant 
collections of rare perennials, 
salvias, paniculata phlox and 
clematis. Admire the perfectly 
clipped topiary and the plantings 
which soften the structure.

This wonderful garden looks at horticulture 
through the ages, with compartmentalised gardens 
starting with the Edwardian era through to a 
contemporary Diarmuid Gavin garden at the end, 
with a bright purple wall and modern container 
planting schemes, including everlasting flowers and 
a twisted sedge.

Stunning gardens fringe this Norman manor house 
including the walled garden, which contains more 


than 4,000 different plant species, herbaceous 
borders, a jungle garden and national collection of 
campanulas, and a woodland walk.

RHS Garden Rosemoor, Great Torrington, Devon

In August, visitors should not miss the hot garden, 
Rosemoor's take on prairie-style planting, which is 
full of red, oranges and yellow flowers. Look out 
for Helenium 'Sahin's Early Flowerer' whose daisy 
yellow flowers are streaked with orange, mingling 
with dazzling monardas. The heat is turned up 
when the reds, oranges, blues and purples of 
salvia, lobelia, hemerocallis, kniphofia, coreopsis, 
crocosmia, rudbeckia and achillea join in later.

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Are driverless cars 
the future for cities? 


DRIVERLESS cars have 
been tipped to transform 
Britain’s transport network 
after the Government 
launched a £10 million com¬ 
petition to host a series of 
on-the-road trials. 

Business Secretary Vince 
Cable announced that driv¬ 
erless vehicles will be 
allowed on public roads in 
three UK cities in lanuary 
next year. 

After being given a 
tour of a private test 
track in Nuneaton, 
Warwickshire, in a 
GPS-guided Ford 
Mondeo estate (pic¬ 
tured), Mr Cable 
confirmed the trials 
would last for up to three 
years. 

The minister told report¬ 
ers: “The technology is now 
there in the vehicles - we 
want to match it up with 
satellites so that potentially 
you get whole fleets of cars 
operating much more effi¬ 
ciently with less conges¬ 
tion. 

“There is a lot of work to be 
done, both on the technolo¬ 
gy side and on developing 
the system of regulation so 
that it can operate extreme¬ 
ly safely, but we want to get 


this experiment launched 
next year on real roads.” 

Asked for his thoughts on 
the specially-adapted 
Mondeo, which has a sau¬ 
cer-shaped GPS receiver 
and sensors to trigger brak¬ 
ing and communicate with 
traffic lights, Mr Cable ^ 
replied: “It was a

“strange” experience, Mr 
Clark said: “I was amazed 
the first time I travelled in 
one at just how good the 
navigation is.” 

Predicting that in the 
long-term, driverless tech¬ 
nology could improve safe¬ 
ty and may even reduce 
insurance premiums, Mr 
Clark added: “I think we do 
have a fantastic set of 
advantages here - it com¬ 
bines a number of different 
technologies in which 
Britain has a really good 
reputation such as satellite 
technology and big data.” 

Transport Minister Claire 
Perry said: “Driverless cars 
have huge potential to 
transform the UK’s trans¬ 
port network. They could 
improve safety, reduce con¬ 
gestion and lower emis¬ 
sions, particularly C02. 

“We are determined to 
ensure driverless cars can 
fulfil this potential which is 
why we are actively review¬ 
ing regulatory obstacles to 
create the right framework 
for trialling these vehicles 
on British roads.” 

Driverless cars are already 
in use in a number of coun¬ 
tries, including America, 
lapan and Sweden.

ELLEN Falkner completed a hat-trick of 
Commonwealth Games golds following her 
success in the bowls women’s triples. 

She helped Sophie Tolchard and skip Sian 
Honnor smash Australian trio Lynsey Clark, 
Karen Murphy and Kelsey Cottrell 22-4 in the 
final, with their opponents conceding with 
three ends to play in Glasgow. 

It came after Falkner’s trio had earlier 
beaten Wales’ Lisa Forey, Kelly Packwood 
and Kathy Pearce 18-13 in their semi-final. 

For Falkner, it was her third time on top of 
the Commonwealths podium after winning 
the fours in Manchester in 2002 and the pairs 


in Delhi four years ago. 

She said: “I think it’s very difficult to compare 
with the others I’ve won, but I’m just so proud of 
these two, Sophie on her first Games and Sian 
has bowled superbly. It’s incredibly special. 

“We were just delighted with the start we got 
off to.
